Biography 

Born in Wheeling, West Virginia, and trained at the New England Conservatory in 
Boston under the tutelage of the famed bel-canto teacher William L. Whitney, Eleanor 
Steber holds a unique position in the music world today. She is a star of five fields: 
opera, concerts, television, radio and records. 

International Repute 

Although a purely American artistic product, Miss Steber has the widest international 
audience of any singer before the public today -— from New York to Hong Kong, from 
Tokyo to Athens, and from Bagdhad to Hawaii. At the invitation of the U.S. Govern¬ 
ment she has sung in fifteen Asian countries. In Europe she has appeared at the music 
centers of Bayreuth, Edinburgh, Vienna, Belgrade and at the music festivals of Holland, 
Florence, Prades and Athens. This summer she appeared for the first time at the Salzburg 
Festival (in opera and concert) and at the Brussels Worlds Fair. 


In The Headlines 

Singing three such diverse operas as "Traviata", "Lohengrin", "Girl of the Golden 
West" on three consecutive nights is nothing new in the Steber career. She made head¬ 
lines when she sang Desdemona in "Otello" and Fiordiligi in 'Cosi Fan Tutte" in one day 
at the Metropolitan Opera. This past season she again made world news when she saved 
the Metropolitan Opera from the predicament of postponing for a year the scheduled 
world premiere of "Vanessa" (caused by the cancellation of an indisposed singer) by 
agreeing to learn the difficult title-role in four weeks. She accomplished this tour-de¬ 
force in addition to marrying Major Gordon G. Andrews of the U.S. Army, whom she 
had met backstage after a concert in Saigon. 

Tributes 

Many honors have come to Eleanor Steber: Being named THE prima donna of the 
1957-58 season, being elected to thei Hall of Fame of her home-state West Virginia, being 
named one of the best-dressed women in the entertainment world. But there are two 
accolades she cherishes most: "Number One Sing-Song Girl, USA" with which she was

There 
are the batons of Toscanini, Reiner, Stokowski, Mitropoulos, Szell, Koussevitzky, Walter, 
Kostelanetz, Barlow and many others. Only one baton is missing, that of Eugene Ormandy, 
with whom Miss Steber has sung many times — but then, Mr. Ormandy does not use a 
baton.

THE HOUSEHOLD BRIGADE 

The Brigade of Guards constitute Her Majesty's Household Troops, directly re¬ 
sponsible for guarding the Sovereign and carrying out Ceremonial Duties in London. The 
entire Brigade consists of two Regiments of Household Guards and five Regiments of 
Foot Guards. 

The Grenadier Guards and the Scots Guards are two of the senior Regiments of 
the Household Brigade. The other Regiments of Foot Guards are the Coldstream, Irish 
and Welsh Guards. The two cavalry Regiments are the Life Guards and the Royal 
Horse Guards (Blues). 

THE GRENADIER GUARDS 

(The First, or Grenadier, Regiment of Foot Guards) 

The only Regiment in the British Army to have earned its title directly as a result 
of the part it played in action, the First Regiment of Foot Guards had the word Grenadier 
included in its title in commemoration of the First Guards having defeated the Grenadiers 
of the French Imperial Guard at the famous Battle of Waterloo. 

This Regiment was founded in 1656 in Flanders and became known as the Royal 
Regiment of Guards, principally for the protection of the King's person. Forty-four Battle 
Honors are now borne upon the Colors of the Regiment. In peacetime, while one of its 
Battalions serves abroad, two Battalions remain at home to protect the Sovereign. 

In the eyes of the public the Grenadier Guards stand for immaculate ceremonial drill 
and uniform, for scarlet coats and bearskins, for the mounting of the Queen's Guard and 
the Trooping of the Color, the sound of the Band and the immemorial pageantry of 
State. Yet it stands for another tradition — that of unwavering dependability and 
fortitude in battle.

THE SCOTS GUARDS 


(Her Majesty's Scots Regiment of Foot Guards) 

Founded in 1642 and one of the three senior Regiments of the Household Brigade, 
the famous Scots Guards were established by King Charles I. The Regiment remained 
in exile with his son, Charles II. Not until 23 years after the Restoration of King Charles 
did the Scots Guards cross the border and join, the other Guards regiments near London. 
Because of their junior position they were affectionately dubbed "The Kiddies” and the 
name endures to this day although the Irish and Welsh have since arrived to swell the 
ranks of the Brigade of Guards. 

As fighting troops they have taken part with distinction in almost every major battle 
fought by the British Army. 

THE PIPERS 

Kilts flashing and pipes skirling, the pipers of the Scots Guards marched across the 
United States during their tour in 1955 and captured the hearts of all who heard them. 
The same music which has sent the Scots Guards into battle since 1642 found an enthu¬ 
siastic reception wherever the Scots Guards Pipers played, in the United States and 
Canada. 

First and foremost the pipers are fighting soldiers who accompany the Regiment 
wherever it may go. One piper is stationed with each company of the Regiment. They 
are gathered together only on rare occasions such as the Coronation, Edinburgh Tattoo, 
or the current tour of Canada and the U.S. 

The Scots Guards is the only Regiment of the Household Brigade which has pipers. 
Pipers of the Scots Guards have the privilege of playing around the dinner table when 
Her Majesty the Queen attends a State Banquet.

Major Fred Harris, Director of Music of the Grenadier Guards for the past 26 years, 
has played a major role in making the Regimental Band one of the world's outstanding 
military bands. He enlisted as a Bandsman in the Wiltshire Regiment in 1916 and was 
commissioned in 1942 to his present appointment. In addition to his musical studies he 
has played an active role in Regimental and Army athletics. ** 

THE DANCERS 

One of the surprises in connection with tours of the Scots Guards is the manner in 
which audiences respond to the demonstration of Highland Dancing. 

"Here is the way men should dance," was the response of the New York Times, 
noted dance critic, John Martin. Highland dances have been handed down from one 
generation to the next. Most of the Guardsmen learned the steps from their fathers 
and grandfathers who once cavorted on the village greens. 

Attired in colorful glengarry bonnets and kilts in the Queen's own Royal Stuart tartan, 
waving their gleaming swords and accompanied by the Massed Pipers in their Royal 
blue doublets, the dancing Guardsmen are a splendid sight. 


From the well known Highland Fling, through reels and strathspeys to the colorful 
Sword Dance, the exuberant dancers of the Scots Guards present a fascinating demonstra¬ 
tion of grace and movement which is at the same time an example of male strength and 
physical fitness.
